I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1973?  on  the  lines  of 

Form  Port  20.  Qn  resj_gnation  of  Mr.W.G.Wyn  Pritchard,  District  Inspector  for 
Beaumaris,  on  the  31st  December,  1972,  Mr  .J.Lear  acted  as  District  Inspector  for 
Beaumaris. 

During  the  Year  no  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  recorded  in  the 
District  covered  by  the  Authority  and  no  Smallpox  contacts  were  notified.  Routine 
inspection  of  Ships  was  carried  out  as  necessary  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfact- 
ory. No  complaints  of  Mussels  being  unsatisfactory  for  human  consumption  have  been 
received  from  any  other  Local  Authority. 

During  1973  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  issued  86 
Circulars  under  the  Public  Health  (imported  Food)  Regulations,  1968.

(G.W.OUTRAM  FJUS.H.,  M.A.P.H.I.) 

The  Severn side  Oyster  Co„  (Bangor)  Ltd.,  has  been  merged  with  the  new 
Company,  Welsh  Seafoods  Ltd.,  which  has  established  a new  Shellfish  Factory  at 
Griffiths  Crossing  on  the  Menai  Strait  between  Caernarfon  and  Port  Dinorwic. 

The  factory  at  Siliwen,  Bangor,  has  been  discontinued  and  closed  down. 

It  is  still  retained  by  the  new  Company  as  a considerable  amount  of  machinery  and 
equipment  is  in  storage 0 No  decision  has  yet  been  made  regarding  the  return  of  the 
site  to  the  Bangor  Corporation. 

There  are  two  mussel  dredging  vessels  belonging  to  the  firm  which  fish  from 
the  beds  developed  over  the  years  by  the  Siliwen  Factory.  The  mussels  are  landed 
either  at  Port  Penrhyn  for  cartage  by  road  to  the  Griffiths  Crossing  Factory,  or  are 
landed  on  the  foreshore  by  the  vessels  near  the  said  factory.  Until  proper  jetties 
are  constructed  the  tides  influence  the  method  of  delivery „ 

At  the  factory  the  mussels  are  steam  processed  and  kept  in  cold  storage„ 
Quantities,  as  required,  are  bulk  packed  in  acetic  acid  and  sent  to  a subsidiary 

firm  for  bottling „ 

The  Ogwen  Fishermen,  collectively  and  singly,  continue  to  collect  mussels 
from  areas  stated  to  be  outside  the  perimeter  of  the  "Prescribed  Areas",  upon  which 
the  Beaumaris  Port  Health  Authority  made  an  Order  in  October,  1948,  prohibiting  the 
collection  of  mussels  for  raw  consumption.  The  Fishermen  have  several  sources  to 
send  the  mussels.  The  Welsh  Seafoods  take  a substantial  supply,  and  fish  merchants 
in  the  Midlands  receive  supplies  for  sale  after  sterilising  treatment,  and  also  for 
sale  as  bait. 

Vessels  which  berthed  at  Penrhyn  Dock  in  Bangor  are  periodically  inspected. 
These  mostly  include  the  sand-carrying  vessels  of  the  Hoveringham  Co.  Ltd. 

There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  arrivals  of  vessels  into  Penmaenmawr, 
This  is  due  to  the  termination  of  a long-standing  contract  which  Kingston  Minerals 
(Penmaenmawr  Quarries)  had  with  a German  firm  for  supplying  chippings  etc.  for 
road  making  in  Germany.  Consequently,  no  foreign  registered  vessels  now  ship 
materials  from  Penmaenmawr,, 

Your  Officers  in  the  various  Coasta.1  Zones  continue  to  keep  observations 
on  the  enforcement  of  the  Port  Health  Regulations,  as  far  as  they  affect  this 
Authority.
